PRESIDENT 


For Roy Boe, the 47-year-old president of the New York Islanders, this 
past season was the most successful in the club’s brief five-year history. 
Now that Boe has led his New York Nets into the National Basketball 
Association after winning two American Basketball Association cham- 
pionships, Roy has set as a target the one major title that his hockey 
team is so near—a Stanley Cup for the New York Islanders. 

Just nine years ago, Boe was completely involved in the garment 
industry as head of the very successful Boe Jests clothes. Then he pur- 
chased the Westchester Bulls, a farm club of the New York Giants, 
which he transferred to Long Island after one season. In 1969, Roy 
obtained the Nets from trucking tycoon Arthur Brown and started a 
major rebuilding program culminating with his first ABA title in 1974. 
In 1972, Boe continued his meteoric rise in the professional sports 
business by obtaining a National Hockey League franchise forthe newly 
built Nassau Coliseum. In just five years of major league hockey, Boe 
has seen his infant Islanders three times reach the semifinals of the 
Stanley Cup playoffs and become one of the league’s most successful 
hockey franchises both on and off the ice. Credit the energetic Boe, who 
has always signed his top amateur drafts, such as Rookies-of-the- Year 
Denis Potvin and Bryan Trottier, and this year signed two Swedish 
players who could be future superstars in the NHL. 

To aid in the development of his excellent young players, Boe ac- 
quired the Racquet & Rink in Farmingdale as a permanent practice facil- 
ity unparalleled by any other club in the NHL. In addition to its use as 
the home of the Islanders, Racquet & Rink is a metropolitan area head- 
quarters for youth hockey. Roy is fully committed to achieving his goal 
of a Stanley Cup for the Islanders, but his past experience in profes- 
sional sports has taught him that to do so at the expense of the fans is 
not good business. Roy promised to hold the line on ticket prices for 
two seasons in 1976 andis happy to keep that commitment to the people 
who have supported the Islanders since their inception.

Much of the credit for the Islanders’ astONishing success must go to 
William A. Torrey, vice president and general manager. Over the five 
years since the Islanders were born, Torrey has signed many outstand- 
ing draft picks and made some of the most Canny trades in the business. 
Throughout, he has maintained a commitMent to building mostly with 
young players who could be expected to bé With the team for a number 
of years. With a sprinkling of NHL veterans added, the result of Tor- 
rey’s formula has earned respect and admiration throughout the hockey 
world. 

A native of Montreal (he was born near the Forum), Torrey grad- 
uated from St. Lawrence University, whére he played varsity hockey. 
Stints as business manager for the Pittsburgh Hornets of the AHL and 
vice president of the California Seals preceded his signing with the 
Islanders in February 1972. While Torrey Was with the Seals, they rose 
from last place in their division to two cons €Cutive playoff berths. Hence 
he was familiar with the problems involvéd with turning an expansion 
team into a Stanley Cup contender—a feat he has repeated in managing 
the Islanders from once-record lows to the Cup semifinals for the past 
three seasons. The five-year development plan he began with is right 
on schedule. 

But Bill Torrey won’t be content until th € Islanders have won hockey’s 
symbol of supremacy, the Stanley Cup. Making further moves in that 
direction, in June the Isles signed two Swe dish players, Goran Hogosta, 
a goalie, and defenseman Stefan Persson. Torrey also continues to fol- 
low closely the development of future Isla Mders on the Fort Worth club 
of the CHL and on other minor league t€@ams. 

Regard for the future without neglect Of the present is the combi- 
nation that Torrey believes will make the ISlanders Stanley Cup winners 
in the very near future. 


ADMINISTRATIVE STAFF

Coach Al Arbour can be described as “the one who almost got away.” 
Fortunately for the Islanders and their fans, he didn’t. When he was 
offered the Long Island coaching job after the Isles’ initial 1972-73 
season, Arbour came very close to turning it down because of his image 
of New York. But a visit to the Island convinced him that it was a far 
different world from the city itself, and he signed on. 

Known as a “defenseman’s defenseman” in his playing days (with the 
Detroit Red Wings, Chicago Black Hawks, Toronto Maple Leafs and St. 
Louis Blues), Arbour naturally concentrated on tightening up the de- 
fensive play of the young Islanders. The result of his effort was im- 
mediately apparent in the goals against column: the team allowed 100 
fewer goals against in its second season than in the first. 

After being involved in the playoffs for 19 consecutive years, both 
as a player and a coach, Arbour was disappointed to see his streak end 
after the Islanders’ second season. But the hiatus was brief, and Arbour, A) ’ 
Hockey News’ coach of the year in 1975, has guided the team to the Stanley J >) 
Cup semifinals for three straight years since then. In 1976 they were Hawley T. Chester III Estelle Ellery 
the only team to defeat the Montreal Canadiens in a playoff game, Z 
dropping the semifinal series four games to one. In 1977 the Islanders 
again met Montreal in the semis, but this time after six straight playoff 
victories over Chicago Black Hawks and Buffalo Sabres. Improving on 
the previous year’s performance, the Long Island team took two games 
from the eventual Stanley Cup champs. And when the Cup finals were 
over, once again only the Islanders had defeated the Canadiens in play- 
off competition. 

Such continued improvement is evidence of the determination of Al 
Arbour to coach a Stanley Cup winning hockey team on Long Island.
